We may be able to do something about Dr. Ohkawa's 
cost concerns. Specifically, I would be prepared to absorb 
fifty percent of the cost of Dr. Holcomb's visit as a cost to 
the Asia project not chargeable to the TIOJ. That would leave 
TIOJ with approximately U.S.$4,300 in costs for a Holcomb 
visit, which should be regarded as a bargain by any measure. 

I am afraid that we will have to rely on you to convince Dr. 
Ohkawa that arranging visits with airline officials is a 
desirable thing to do. 

I would appreciate having your thoughts concerning 
how we should proceed in this matter. I will not communicate 
to Dr. Ohkawa our willingness to absorb fifty percent of the 
costs of the Holcomb visit until I have heard from you.
